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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show: 

a. ) In Figs 1, 2, 7, examiner suggests applicant label elements as referenced in 
specifications. 

b. ) Examiner also suggests applicant show all axis labels for Fig. 3A-3C. 

It is office policy to request from applicants that submitted figures contain both 
text and numerical labels to allow individuals viewing each figure to be able to 
determine the designation of each element in the figure Without having to go into the 
specifications. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. Pg. 1 , line 3, Pg. 18, line 22, examiner suggests applicant insert the 
correct filing date for clarification purposes. 

b. Pg. 9, lines 22-23, applicant uses the phrase "does not suffer form the 
problems". Examiner suggests using "does not suffer from the problems" for clarification 
purposes. 
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Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for equalization does not reasonably provide 
enablement for equalization. The specification does not enable any person skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to "equalization or 
equalizing sections", the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. Claims 1 - 
9, recite "first equalizer sections", "second equalizer sections". Examiner is unable to 
clearly find support for an equalization process. Examiner suggests applicant clearly 
disclose the equalization process to which the invention pertains. Therefore claims 1-9 
have not been further treated on the merits. 

6. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled

in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Claim 7 contains a "gain G3", along with a "third 
equalizer section". Examiner is unable to find support for a "gain G3" and a "third 
equalizer section" in the disclosure. Therefore claim 7 has not been further treated on 
the merits.
